It is the ptirposs of this dlrectlTs to aTjthorlss jusd provide 
for the mre effective pleiiBing, coordlwtlon arad cond^ict, vlthia 
the fraaework of approved national policies, of psQrtdiolegieal 
operations. 

There Is established a Psyeholotiesl Strategy Soaird responsible 
within the purposes loid terss of this directive, for the foreolatlon 
end proonlgatiOR, as {c^id«nes to the departments md aj^eneies 
responsible for psychologies! operations, of over-all national 
psycholofieal objeetlves, policies and programs, and for the 
coordination and evaluation of the national psychological effort. 

The hoard will report periodically to the national Seeurity 
Council on the Board's activities and on its evaluation of the 
national psychological operations, inclnidi^ in^sl^smtatlon of 
approved objectives, policies, end program hf the d^irtii^ts «id 
agencies concerned. 

For the purposes of this directive, peyehologieal operations 
shall include all activities (other than overt types of econonie 
warfare) snvisionsd under S3G 59A and MSC 10/2, the ^»eratlonal 
planning and sccecutlon of irtiieh shall remain, subject to this 
directive, as therein assigned.

b« An apptropriate representatiTe of the head of each amiA

fhe Board shall desifinate one of its mesdsers as <%airMui« 

A representatlre of the Joint Chiefs of Staff shitll sit vildi the 
Board as its principal adlitary adrieer in order that the planning of 
the Bott“d and approved plans for sdlitary operations wiy be correlated* 
Th^e is established under the Board a Direetor of PI waning who 
ahall be designated toy the President and who shall recaiwe ooepenaation 
of $16,000 per year* The ^tractor shall direct all activities tinder 
the Board* In carrying oat this responsibility, he shiall 

a* Be responsible for having prepared the prograiis, policies, 
reports, amd rea^araendations for its TOasideration, 
b* Sit with the Board and be reaponsiMe to it for omanislsg 
its business and for expediting the reaching of decisions, 
o* Fronulgate the decisions of the Board, 

d* Ascicrtain the oanner In which agreed 'hpon ab jectives, policies 
aid programs are being Ispl^n'otsd and coor ilimted aaong the 
departocsits and agencies eoneemed, 
e* Report thereon and on his evaluation of the national 
pi^ehological operations to the Board together with hi# 
recotwnendatlons , 

f* Pwfora such other duties necessary to carry out hie responsi* 
bilities as the %ard direct* 
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The Pirsctor, vlthln the limits of aad peraoBsol made 

aTsilable the Board for this purpose, shall ozt;*Rlse and direct a 
staff to assist in carrying out hisrTesfonsihilitiss* fhe Director 
shall determine the organisation and qualifi cations of ^e staff, 
ehi^ Include individuals «9?)loyod lor this pwpese, iaeludiiUE 
part*ttme experts, mad/vr iitdiTldoals stalled fi^ the partieipatiiq( 
departments and agencies* Personnel detailed for asslgORMnt to duty 
under the terms of this directive shall be under the control of the 
Director, subject only to necessary personnel procedures within thirir 
respective d^artaamts aiwi agmeies* Insofar as Is praetloable, staff 
work for the Director sh al l bs provided within the agendea ooneemed 
or on an ad toe task force basis. 

fhe participating depart«>ats and sgencies shall affcnrd to such 
staff as the Director specifically designates, whatever assistance and 
access to information they may require to carry oat their sssigi»d duties. 

fhe heads of the dspartmente uid agencies ooneerned shall examine 
into the present arrangements within their departments and agencies 
for the (»>ndttct, direction and coordination of pgytooloiiieal operation 
with a view toward readjusting or s^engt^enlng the» If necessary 
to carry out the purposes of this directive. The %ere!tary of State 
is authorised to effect such readJustsMnts in the organisation estab* 
lished utoer H3C $9/1 as he de«ns necessazy to aeeoi^liiih the puz^ses 
of this dlz^ctive. 

This directive does not authorise the Board nor the Director to 
perfom aiy ’’psytoologiesl operations •**
